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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


The  particulars  furnished  in  previous  Annual  Reports 
are  substantially  applicable,  no  special  alterations  or 
developments  having  taken  place  during  the  year. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority: - 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  for  the  Leicestershire 
and  Rutland  Combined  Districts. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  also  Sanitary  Surveyor 
for  the  District,  devotes  the  whole  of  his  time  to  his  official 
dut ies . 


SANITARY-  CIRCUMSTANCES  OE  THE  AREA. 

Water  :  - 

The  water  scheme  which  was  sanctioned  for  Claybrooke  and 
Ullesthorpe  is  now  completed  and  ready  for  making  connections. 
There  has  been  a  shortage  in  some  of  the  wells  at  Broughton 
Astley,  a  parish  to  which  we  are  hoping  for  an  extension  of 
the  Leicester  Corporation’s  mains.  At  Lutterworth  it  has 
been  decided  to  augment  the  present  aupply  by  pumping  from  a 
new  vie  11  at  the  ’Vedonis’  Works. 

During  the  year  21  samples  of  well-water  were  analysed, 
five  being  condemned.  One  well  was  closed,  four  were  cleansed 
and  repaired  and  in  24  instances  the  public  supply  was  laid  on 
in  lieu  of  well  water 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  :  - 

Following  a  Ministry  of  Health  Enquiry,  improvements  in 
the  disposal  plant  at  the  Lut t erworth  sewage  farm  have  been 
completed  and  a  satisfactory  effluent  is  being  obtained. 

Lengths  of  new  sewer  have  been  laid  in  the  parishes  of 
Claybrooke  Magna,  Ashby  Magna,  Arnesby  and  Cotesbach.  At 
Broughton  Astley  the  necessity  for  a  sewerage  scheme  as  well 
as  a  public  water  supply  is  becoming  increasingly  evident.

Scavenging : - 

The  removal  of  refuse  and  night-soil  in  Lutterworth  is 
done  by  direct  labour  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary 
Surveyor.  Seventeexi  villages  are  now  scavenged  weekly  by 
contract,  Peatling  Parva  having  been  added  to  last  years  list 
of  16. 

In  this  connection  I  consistently  advise  that  the 
Ministry’s  Instructions  as  to  Controlled  Tipping  should  be 
adhered  to.  This  is  now  done  at  Lutterworth  and  to  a  great 
extent  at  other  refuse  tips.
